The  only  thrips  that  I  have 
ever  seen  were  pickled  in  a  little  bottle  that  a  friend  brought 
from  the  infested  area.  Careful  daily  inspection  of  my  field  last 
Summer  failed  to  reveal  any  of  the  little  pests  and  I  can  state, 
without  fear  of  contradiction,  that  central  Illinois  is  THRIP 
FREE.  The  recent  nation-wide  zero  weather  probably  destroyed 
what  thrips  and  eggs  were  in  the  ground  and  the  Glad  fancier, 
whose  bloom  was  wrecked  by  thrips  last  season,  should  be  re¬ 
warded  with  a  galaxy  of  beauty  if  careful  in  planting  only  GUAR¬
